The interview conelides In these words:
“Some answer must be given the Chinesa
minister's demand, and very soon, too, ‘The
question, I learn, was considered  yesterday
(Tuesday) at the cabinet meeting, It has
been suggested to the president that he takoe
a course which 1 think would be approved by
the entire country. Mr. Blaine was the
chojea of nearly one-half the American peo-
ple for the presidoney. “Uhis Chinese matter
s not a political question at all, 1t belongs
to both parties—to the wlole country,
The president found it where it is to-day.
His administration is not responsibla for its
existence, Lot him send for Mr, Blaine and
ask him to assist in formulating some method
of dealing with It in a brond, statésmanlike
manner, which both politieal parties can
unite in sapporting, There 18 o preeedent
for this in the Meleod case. Mr Webster
was ade secretary of state then, The
question Involved was one ot great delieacy.
He felt that both  politieal parties were
equally Interested and should be consulted,
80 he invited gentlemen of the highest per-
sonal standing of the opposition to aid him
with thelr advice. Chey moet the Invitation
in the spirit in which it was tendered, and
tho result walntained the nation’s reputation
in o manner that was worthy the best doys of
Ameriean diplomacy,

Senator
Van Wyek made o yvery telling speech on the
subject te-day, He sald that Washilngton

secis to be contvelled by three Kinds of cor
porntions—uationsl banks whieh pay no-
taxes, milroads by steam and street, and tho
Washingon Gas  Light  company,  Van
Wyek reviewed tke operations of  the
gas  company, When  elinctered  in 1548
tho eapitnl stock was lixod nt S500,000.  “Tle
enpital stock was Inereased to $1,000,000, gd
then to 2,000,000, all out of the carnings.
The stoekholders only Inyested SHK,000, and
tho stoek higs boen Increasid to S2,000,000, and
there was SH0K0 more, making in all
SL00,000,  The oompany lnd added to tho
plant, not from the poekets of thy stoeks
holulers, bul from the pockets of the people,
Two millions lawd beon taken from the people
over and above large snnusl dividends, and
the stoek is wordl 54,000,000 toduy, vot, he sald,
these people ave winder the protectlon of eon-
Rgress, and this corporntion is under the reg-
ulation of conerosss. The company, not eon-
tont with plondering aud stealing irom the
people here 82,000,000, had (o have lnrge divi-
Aends on whnt they had stelen. Mr Van
Wyek has the admost ananimons support of
the eltizens In his nght,

The Committes’s Appropriations For Iowa's
Various Public Institutions,

CLARINDA FOLKS DISSATISFIED.

The Govornor Makes Two Imports
ant Appolntments—The Henate
Secks Information—Asseme-
bly Notes,

Appropriations For State Institutions,

Des Morxes, lowa, Mareh 24,—[8pecial
Telegram. | —The house commitiee on appro-
printions reported to«day on most of the state
Institutions, Their reports give to the Fort
Madi=on penitentiney, 211,500 o the Anuniosa
penitentiney, §51,400; to the Glenwood Insti-
tute for fegble minded chilldren, S11,2005 for
the stube normal sehool at Cdear Falls,
§21,050; to the Vinton eollege for the blind,
810,200; tothe agriculturnl college at Ames,
85,5005 to the Prisoners’ Al association,
1,000 Tor the expenses of the Iown exhibit
at the New Urleans exposition, §20,000; for
the deaf and dumb institute at Counell
Dlufrs, €1,450, The bllls providing appro-
printions  for the three insane asylums,
already reported, were the speeinl ovder in
the house, but as they were lHKely to oecasion
ngood deal of debute, thoy were laid over
LIl after the other appropriation bills were
received, nnd will be the speeial order for
Friday at 9 a, m.

There 18 much dissatisfaction with the re-
port of the eonmmittee in allowing only
S10,000 for the new hospital being built at
Clarinda.  "The trastees asked for S500,000 to
continue the work, but the committee pro-
pose that work shall be stopped until the
flonting debt of the state is pald.  They allow
for huilding additions to the asylums at In-
dependence and Mount Pleasant, but their
increased capacity  will  still  leave 1,500
insane  in the state for  whom
there I8 no provision, A strong
fight will be made for an appropriation to
keep up work on the Clarinda hospital.  Cer-
tain rumors nlfecting the loeation of the hos-
pital there and the manner in which the last
appropriation was expended hinve been cur-
rent, but the friends of the hospital are ask-
ing an opportunity to refute the echarges and
demand a vindieation,  They liope to get an
appropriation over the adverse report of the
committes,  Owing to the depleted condition
of the treasury it is probable that no appro-
priation will be made for the eapital or for the
new state fair grounds,

TWO IMPOLRTANT AP POINTMENTS,

Governor Larvabee mude two lmportant
appointiments to-day—DPeter A, Dey of Lown
City to be railvoad eommissioner, and John
Blanehard of Dubugue to be state oil in-
spector. Mr. Dey's nomination is referved to
the execulive counell for confirmation, and
My, Blanchard's to the senate, Both will
undonbtedly be confirined.  Mr, Dey suceeeds
himsell on the railrond comnunission. e is
the demoeratic member ol the board, the
other two being republicans, My, Blanchard
is the editor of the Dubage Times and brother
to B. W, DBlanehard, the present inspector,
who was appointed two years ago.

Heretofore it has been customary
to assess this eompany for the amount of
rolhing stook owned by them and used in ths
state and apportion the amount of tax to each
of the roads usipg the Pallman ears, to be
padd through them, The company, having
been successful in resisting tax  collection
suits in Wisconsin, Indiana and Tepnesse,
now announece thelr intention of refusing to
pay their tax m lowa., The Chicago, Bur-
lugton & Quiney accordingly filed with
he counell Saturdny a supplemental report
under protest, showing the number of Pall-
mian ears used on thelr lines, and staling
that the Pullman company was retusing to
pay their tax through this road.  ‘T'he couneil
Lins talien no action yel on this refusul, but
tiovernor Lurrabee stated to-night that he
thought the Iowa statutes will allow the
stite to recover i the company persists in re-
fusing, The attention of the lezlslature will
probably be ealled to this matter,

Revolting Crimes in the South Ameri-
can State of Santander.

preparcd in aceordance with Judge Dillon’s
opinion.  We propose to vecover damnges of
every member of the organization who has
any property, A great many of the employes
of the Missourli Pacitic have homes which
they bought oul of their savings, They are
responsible to us for the losses we have sul-
fored i1 they are Koights of Labor,  We will
show them we intend to enforee our legal
rights, 1 propase to fight it ont on this line,

Rules Laid Down For the Government of
Faithful Oatholic Communicants,

THE SANCTITY OF MARRIAGE.

The Church Falr and Fostival Muast
Go—Appeals For the Edncation
of the Colored Man and the
Untutored Savagoe.

Decrecs of the Plenary Counell,

Batristone, Mareh 2, <"The decroes ene
acted by the plenary connal held in this eliy
In Novemboer, 1554 which were sent to Rome
for approvid and returned several months
Ao, were given (o a few persons to-day In
printed form,. They extend over 400 pages
and are In Latine The Ameriean will to-
motrrow publish an extended summary of
them,

The opening decren is on faith, rollowed
by deerees on ecclesinstionl persons, divine
worship, the sacraments, the edueca-
tion of the olergy, the  instiuetion
of  Cathiolie youth, Christian  doctrine,
zeal for  sonls, churh property,
eeclesiastical courts and eeelesinstioal tri-
bunals, There is a prefatory exhorting all
to falthfally observe the enactments of the
second plenary counedl of Baltimore, and a
final title regarding the promulgation and
publication of these deerees, Some of the
regulations are very eloguent in expression
on the dignity of the clergy. Sanctity and
scicnce are to  be tho objects of labor,
and this I8 to  insure thom  last-
ing  Influence over the flocks oen-
trusted to thelr eare, It i recommended
that a speclal house in charge of some re-
ligions ordershould be ereeted for the recep-
tion of priests who have been suspended for
serfons tnults who yet give hopes of correct-
inie thelr viclonsinelinations.  Specinl attens-
tion is to be pald to the music adopted in the
churclies to add solemnity to the sacred ser-
viees,

One of the most important deerees is that
concerning matrimony, It holds that since
lmu'l'hiu_.:u wius rised to the dignity of n sacin-
ment it belongs solely to the chureh, to whom
the administration of the sacriment was en-
trusted, to pass judgment on tho \ll“llll".
rights and obligations of mariage, No
legal divoree has the slightest power betorg
God to loose the bond of marcinge and
make & subsequent ono valld,  Aduoltery,
thongh it may ]n-‘lifls‘ Ysepawation”  from
bed anmd board, cannotl loose the marvinge tie,
so that elther of the parties may marry again.
Theugh the chureh sometimes pepmits the
marrhnge of Catholies with non-Catholies
shie nover does so without the deepest regre
and with the explicit nnderstanding that the
children of those parties must be brought up
in the Catholie faith,

The eouncil orders that within two years
Meom the promulgation of these deerves a
paroclial scliool must be erected and started
near cach ehureh, nnless the bishop for grave
reasons should defer for n time the building
of such school. ‘U'he §,000,000 colored people
are the subjeet of a4 vigorous plea for help
from all thoge who would place this important
elepient of the future in a  place to act
for the weal of this republic. The Indian
tribes have also been considered, nod nr-
rangements have been mmde for special
yvearly collections to be taken up in all
churchies throughout the country to help
in  promoting = Catholicity among the
colored people and Indinn tribes.  Societies
which nre secret, as the chureh under-
stands  this  term—such  as  Musonie
lodges and other similar confraternities—ure
not to be joined by Catholies, The ecouncil
directs the pastors to have in every chinreh a
free space, and admonlshes  them  from
Iwmilinting the people in publie if they do
not t‘,\'ucllly keep within the Imits of that
space.  The sale of Intoxicating ligunors
will mot be allowed in u.nf\' s,
ulrs, nlso are not  to be  held
without special permit trom the bishop, and
not on Sundays, and no intoxicating  liguors
can be sold by them, Suppers and dinners,
socind partics and balls wiven at night for
raising money are prohibited,
